NECRO CONSIGNED 
TO FIERY DEATH 


Texas Mob Wreaks Vengeance 
on Oulrager of Woman, 


Steve Davis Burned at Stake Yes- 
terday at Waxahatchie—Third 
Negro Burned in That Sec- 
tion of Texas Within a 
Short Time. 


Waxahachie, Tex., September 7.—Steve 
Davis,.a young negro, who confessed to 
outraging Mrs. 8S. P. Norris, aged 20, 
last Saturday night, was burned tonight. 

A mob consisting of 3,500 persons tied 
the negro to a piece of gas pipe thag 
had been set in the ground, piled fagots 
around him and set the mass on fara. 
The sufferings of the negro were of 
short duration, owing to the flerceness 
of the fire, which was fanned by a gale 
of wind which blew across the prairie. 

The husband of the woman !?s sald to 
have set the match to the tinder and 
started the blaze that consumed the 
negro. 

Davis was arrested last Tuesday and 
taken ‘before the woman, who at that 
time was not sure it was he, She had 
been desperately {l] from her. ordeal. 
Today he was again taken before the 
woman, who, on sight of him, fainted. 

When she revived she identified him, 
and his fate was sealed. The negro 
finally confessed. detailing the crime. 

This ts the third negro that has been 
burned in this section of Texas within 
a short time. One of these was lynched 
at Sulphur Springs and another at 
Waco.

Then I saw that 
Buxton was really groggy. the blows 
which Jordan gave him while he was 
lying prostrate on the paving having put 
him in a sermméconscious state. Bayne 
and I helped him into the drug store *

heard no word pass between Jordan and 
Buxton prior to the blow.

Stale Board is Told to Mind 
lis Own. Busi- 
Ness, 


DR. HARRIS MUST RESIGN 
CITY OR STATE OFFICE 


Is Told He Cannot Legally Hold 
Both—City Will Not Pay Ex- 
pense of Quarantine by State 
Board—Atlanta Declared “ 
Safe. 


No quarantine will be instituted by the 
city of Atlanta despite the threat of the 
state board of health. 

A resolution to that effect was adopt- 
ed by the city board of health at the 
called meeting yesterday morning to con- 
sider the communication sent to city offi- 
cials by Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland, 
president of the state board of health. 

As a result of the firm, but opposite 
stands, taken by the two boards there 
is every indication that many complica- 
tions of a serious nature will arise. The 
city will not stand for the expense of 
the state quarantine and will fight the 
bill in the courts. The city declares it 
will not tolerate any interference by 
the state board of health, which means 
that if the state board interferes with 
refugees from infected points, the city 
wil) take action against the state board. 

The city board believes Atlanta is ab- 
solutely safe and is acting upon that 
belief. The state board of health believes 
Atlanta is unsafe and since the city wiii 
not take action the state board has step- 
ped in, 

The city of Atlanta has invited peopie 
from all parts of the world to come here 
and enjoy the healthy climate. The state 
board orders refugees from _ infected 
points to attempt to enter Atlanta at 
their own risk, and there the matter 
stands. 

The resolution adopted by the Atlanta 


that the city of Atlanta is perfectly com- 
petent to attend to its own business and 
would continue to do so, resisting all at- 
tempts at interference on the part of 
the state board and positively refusing 
to pay any bills incurred by the latter 
body’ in trying to establish any quaran- 
tine for Atlanta. 
In addition to this office it ig declared 
by a motion unanimously adopted that 
by accepting the office of secretary of 
the state board of health Dr. H. F. Har- 
ris has vacated the office of city bacte- 
riologist. This motion directed Clerk 
Thorton, of the city board of health, to 
60 State to Dr. Harris and ask him 
whether or not he will resign his state 
job in order to hold the one under the 
city government. 
The special meeting of the city board 
of health was called to order shortly 
after I! o’clock » by Acting President 
Brandon, There was @ full attendance of 
the board, with the exception of Presi. 
dent Benson, who is 4ill. 

Mayor Was Positive. 
The communication from Dr. West- 
moreland was.read by the clerk at the 
request of the chairman and fhen. Mayor 
Woodward arose, saying: 
“T also received one of thése letters, 
but before I speak of it I want to call 
the board’s attention to another matter 
“The city bacteriologist has been busy 
catching mosquitoes at the capitol and 
calling them stegomyias, loudly proclaim- 
ing the fact. In my opinion this has done 
the city of Atlafita more harm than a 
dozen cases of yellow fever would have 
done. 
‘T think it is time he should be stopped 
from drawing: city pay and the ngoing up 
to the capitol and interfering -in an 
officious manner with the city’s buSiness. 
He is not entitled to his city office under 
the law and we haven’t had a legal city 
bacteriologist since he accepted his state 
job. : 
‘T am in favor of telling that board 
firmly but politely to mind its own bus- 
iness and that we'll attend to ours. I 
want all the world to know that. tfravel- 
ers are welcome in Atlanta and that they 
are invited to come on. If anybody on the 
trains tries to throw them off, tell them 
that the city of Atlanta says for the 
person so interfered with to throw off 
the party attacking him, When he gets 
to Atlanta we have a police department 


that will protect him. 
“The state board should be told, too, 


that we do not intend to pay any at- 
tention to it at all. That we are per- 
fectly capable of taking care of our- 
selves and that we intend doing so. We 
won't pay any Dills that the state board 
may incur trying to establish a quaran- 
tine.’’ 


City Office Vacant. 

The opinion of the city attorney was 
then called for by members of the board, 
and City Attorney Mayson, who was 
present, said: 

“When Dr. Harris accepted the office 
as a member of the state board of health 
he vacated the office of city bacterlolo- 
gist. The law on that point is plain 
and unmistakable. With certain spe- 
cifically named exceptions, membership 
on the board of trustees of the Car- 
negie library and others, it states defj- 
nitely that no city official can hold more 
than one city office or any state, county 
or national office and remain an official] 
of the city. 

“tinder the acts of 1903 and 1904 the 
state board of health fs given authority 
to make, rules and compel counties and 
municipalities to abide by them under 
the penalty of a fine. But it has not 
the right to Institute a quarantine in 
any city where there is a properly aq- 
ministered health department, which is 
opposed to the quarantine. Of course, 
if the municipal health department was 
only’ nominal and did not attend to its 
business, then the state board could step 
in and take charge of the situation.

Towns Burned and Hundreds 
Cruelly Massacred by Band 
af lartars, 


REVOLT WAS PROVOKED 
BY TURKISH EMISSARIES 


Russian Officials Seem Absolutely 
Helpless in the Face of the At- 
tacks Made By the Tartars. 
Million Gone Up In 
Smokg. 


Baku, Caucasia, September 7.—(6 P. M.) 
The situation here tonight shows no, 
signs of ameHoration. Wt could hardly 
be worse. 

The terror-stMaen inhabitants are 
fleeing from the’ city, Knowing that the 
garrison is utterly itradequate to pro- 
tect them, and, although the worst 
scenes of fire and massacre have not yet 
occurred in Baku itself, none dare to 
think how far the excesses may pvro- 
ceed, 

The principal fighting is at Balakhan, 
where hundreds have been shot by the 
infantry and artillery and where [1,000 
were killed or wounded during a desper- 
ate attack, on the military camp and nro- 
vision depots. The troops sustained few 
casualties. 

A number of workmen barricaded them- 
selves in the Balakhan hospital. The 
sOldiers began the attack. with rifle fire, 
and then stormed the hospital, and then 
completed their work with the bayonet. 

Towns Swept By Flames. 

The entire oil.and commercial quarters 
of Balkahan, Sabunta and Nomani ave 
been wiped out by fire, and the inhabi- 
tants remaining behind were massacred 
and thrown into the flames. Bybiebat 
continues to burn, and is fthreatened 
with the same fate as Balakhan. 

The consulates, banks and administra- 
tion buildings in Baku are guarded by 
troops. <All of the Engiish residents an 
almost all other inhabitants of the bet- 
ter class have boarded ships and gone to 
sea to escape from danger. All availa- 
ble steamers have been employed for this 
purpose. 

Martial law has _— proclaimed in the 
city. Nobody is allowed on the streets 
after 8 o'clock at night, and inhabitants 
of houses are held strictly responsible

The Representatives of Norway and 
Sweden Go Home to Get Further 
Instructions’ Before Proceed- 
ing—Norway Massing 
on the Frontier. 


Karlstadt, Sweden, September 7.—The 
conference of the delegates of Norway 
and Sweden, appointed to discuss the 
dissolution. of the union of Norway and 
Sweden, adjourned today until Septem- 
ber 13, to enable the delegates to re- 
turn to Meir resfRective capitals and 
confer with their governments. The ‘re- 
sult of their deliberation is very un- 
certain, 

Christian Lundberg, the Swedish pre- 
mier, who is one of the commissioners, 
said that an agreement had been entered 
into to make no communication re- 
garding the proceedings of the confer- 
ence, It is evident, however, that the ne- 
Zotiations have reached a point which 
necessitates consultation by the commis- 
sioners with their respective govern- 
ments.. Premier Michelsen,. of Norway, 
will remain here. 

No special session of the riksdag will 
be: convened and this fact indicates that 
the conditions submitted by the Swedish 
commissioners are unalterable, and that 
any amicable settlement will depend upon 
the action of the Norwegian storthing. 

It is probable that the Norwegians in- 
sistea on the formulation of an arbitra- 
tion treaty as the basis for further. ne- 
gotiations. The Swedish government, jt is 
believed, will never agree to this, ag it 
would mean the arbitration of questions 
arising from politica] conditions and the 
recognition of the sovereignty of Nor- 
way. 

The Norwegian government has with- 
in the last few days concentrated a con- 
siderable number of troops on the fron- 
tier, and has moved other troops near 
the fgontier.

Asheville, N. €., September 7.—The 
Southern Cotton Association in conven- 
tion at Kenilworth Inn tonight establish- 
ed a minimum price of-f! cents for the 
incoming cotton. crop. This action was 
reached after a four hours’ struggle. in 
the minimum price committee’s room this 
afternoon and a joint secret conference 
of that committee and the general com- 


mittee tonight. 

It was a contest in which growers, 
spinners, manufacturers and_ brokers 
were involved,’ and one in Which the 
combined influence of all these elements 
was brought into play, in and out of the 
meetings which preceded tonight's work. 

After the announcement of the estimate 
of the crop yield of 1905 and 1906, the 
fight narrowed down to two factions—on2 
holding out for 10% cents, the other for 
i! cents, notwithstanding the fact that 
an outside element clamored for !2 cents, 
Some of the growers this afternoon were’ 
inclined to the opinion that th® unexpec- 
terly short. yleld crop report would 
have a tendency to push the minimum 
to 12 cents, but it was known that these 
predictions would ngt be fulfilled when 
the price committee’ emerged from its 


“We have labored like a mountain 
and brought forth a mouse,” said one of 
the committeemen tonight. ‘The con- 
servatives win.” 

Summary of Cotton Crop. 

The summary of the cotton crop of 
1905-06, as reported by the statistical 
committee of fhe Southern Cotton Grow-~ 
ers’ Association today, is as follows: 

Production, 9,588,133 bales; percentage 
of condition as compared with last year 
73.3, a-d as compared with the govern- 
ment’s estimate of 72.1. The yield is re- 
regarded as exceedingly small, as from 
ten to ten and a half millions bales wa3 
expected.

Komura to See Hoot. 

New York, September 7.—Baron Komura 
after reading the dispatches telling oi 
the riots in Tokio and the experience 
of the E. H. Harriman party, immediate- 
iy endeavored to reach Secretary of State 
Elihu Root. Mr. Sato and Baron Kko- 
mura were extremely desirous of seeing 
Mr. Root at once, and that a message 
would be sent to Mr. Root at once, ask- 
ing for an interview.

Under authority of a resolution passed 
at the meeting of the state board on Sat- 
urday last, President Willis F. Westmore. 
land Yesterday issued a proclamation de- 
claring a quarantine of the entire state 
against the yellow fever infected terri- 
tory, and calling upon all counties and 
municipalities in the atate to aid in its 
enforcement. 

This action follows the refusal of the 
Atlanta board of health to put on a quar- 
antine in Atlanta. Practically every oth- 
er city in the state which was advised 
by the state board of health to institute- 
quarantine against infected points has 
done so, and had Atlanta followed suit, 


it is stated, the step taken by the state; 


board would hardly have been regarded 
as necegsary. : 

The action of the officials of the state 
board was taken yesterday after a con- 
ference with Attorney General John C., 
Hart, whose opinions regarding the law 
establishing the state board, and under 
which it is acting, are at variance with 
those of City Attorney James L. Mayson, 
who advised the caty board of health that 
the state board could not require it to 
establish a state quarantine, 


State Board’s Proclamation. 


The state board hag departed somewhat 
from the course which it was thought it

“Wherefore, in pursdance of law and 
under the authority of law vested in the 
State board of health of Georgia, al) per- 
sons resident in said infected territory, or 
who have been in’ the infected territory 
within ten days, are hereby warned and

municipalities in this state to aid in the 
enforcement of this quarantine.

The stegomym mosquito 
is-plentiful here, and this, as has been 
stated, is the only known means at pres- 
ent of the tranmission of yellow fever. 
A great many people do not seem to un- 
derstand, under these circumstances, why 
every person who is bitten by a stego- 
myia mosquito does not. have yellow 
fever. The reason for this is that Mm 
order to convey the disease the stegomyia 
must first bite some person who has yel- 
low fever, and it has been proven that 
such person must be bitten within the 
first three days after he contracts the 
disease. - After that it takes twelve days 
for the germ to develop within the mos- 
quito, so that it can be conveyed to an- 
other person bitten. After that period of 
twelve days has passed the stegomyia 
ean give yellow fever to any person bit- 
ten as long as she lives. It is only the 
female that does ‘the biting. After a 
person has been bitten by such a mos- 
quito the yellow fever aelevops within 
two. to six days, the time varying with 
different persons.”’ /

of a printing office which was assisting 
the Kokumin Shimbun to publish its 
edition of today.

The police are being withdrawn or 
kept in the background because of the 
fact that they have fallen into péculiar 
disfavor. The soldiers and gendarmes are 
performing guard duty. Soldiers are 
guarding the foreign legations. Appar- 
ently the outbreak is not due to antago- 
nistic sentiment, but the government is 
anxious to prevent the molestation of 
any legations. 

The Nichi-Nichi today says: 

“How can the government retain its 
dignity in the presence of such rioting? 
The committee organized at yesterday’s 
meeting have g00d standing in 
society and are not irresponsible agita- 
tors. The police have exceeded their au- 
thority with a result derogatory to the 
honor and dignity of Tokio. Popular in- 
dignation has been set on fire and the 
police finally have been unable to keep 
order. If the ‘conditions continue the 
contagion may spread and innocent peo- 
ple and their property may be damaged.’’ 

Police Guard Building. 

The offices of the Kokumin Shimbun 
gontinue to be besieged. The doors and 
windows are barricaded. Lines of police 
closed the entire block and heavy police 
reserves are within call. A detachment 
of mounted gendarmes is stationed in 
front of the foreign office prepared to 
meet emergencies in the disturbed dis- 
trict. 

About the government building the mili- 
tary display is inconspicuous. A few sen- 
tries are patrolling the front of the 
buildings and the official residences of 
the ministers. The main forces of the 
military are concealed. 

It is predicted that rioting will be re- 
sumed tonight under cover of the dark- 
ness and further trouble is feared. 

Several public meetings have been 
plagned for later in the week, but the 
Opponents of the gvvernment say that 
if the people are given the constitutional 
right te hold public meetings of protest 
order will prevail. - 

An irritating feature of the situation 
results from the continued failure of 
the government to inform the public of 
the exact results of the Portsmouth con- 
ference. Not a single feature of the ne- 
gOtiations has been communicated offici- 
ally to the people. The result has been 
much popular resentment. 

About 200 arrests have been made since 
noon yesterday. It is now reported that 
five persons have been killed. 

Police Stations Destroyed. 

The destruction of the small police sub- 
stations continueq through the night. It 
is impossible to ascertain the exact num- 
ber destroyed, but it 13 estimated fifteen 


were wrecked. Two of the largest police; 


stations were also destroyed. The mobs 
generally prevented damage to private 
property by dragging the police kiosks 
into the middle of the streetg before ap- 
plying the torches. 

Shortly aftermidnight another attempt 


was made against the Kekumin Shimbun! 


office, but the police Cispersed the at- 


tackers, killing one of the assailants. 
The fact that a man was cut in the 
back angered the crowd, which de@nanded 
the arrest of the policeman. 
Detachments of national troops mobhbil- 
ized on account of the war were called 
out during the night. The crowds. re- 
ceived the soldiers good naturadly, and 
cheered them. The principal duty of the 
troops was the protection of the police. 
The anger of the crowj was chiefly on 
account of the closing of the Hibaya 
park, and the denial of the right to pub- 


licly meet in the park, which is under 


charge of the municipality. 

After the park was closed yesterday 
the mayor and court met and protested 
to the government, insisting that the park 
be reopened. It is now claimed that all 
the turbulance resulted from the indis- 
creet closing of the park. Students and 
young street rowdies seemed to be the 
largest participants in the disorder of the 


night. The firemen succeeded in saving

Sun- 
day night was more fearful than the 
preceding one. Fires broke out in sevy- 
eral. quarters, and the firing of the troops 
was uninterrupted, 

Fires also broke out in the suburbs of 
Balakhan and Sabunto: Telegraphic com- 
munication between Baku and these 
points was destroyed, and it was impos- 
sible to ascertain what was burning on 
Monday morning. P 

Many of the inhabitants decided to 
brave the dangers in an effort to leave 
the city. They went in cabs, surrounded 
by Cossacks. to the railroad station, and 
the flight from_the city soon became gen- 
eral. 


Provisions Became Scarce. 

‘Everybody who was able to do so lef-. 
By this time ‘provisions had become 
scarce and prices were soaring. On 
Monday night the burning, shooting, 1':111- 
ing and plundering conténued, and a re- 
finery which was in flames beyond Bie- 
biebat lit up the sky jn that direction. A 
big wood yard in Baku also caught ffre. 
and the strong wing fanned the flames, 
which soon spread to Nikitin circus and 
adjacent houses. 

The fire continueqd all of Tuesday, 
breaking out in several new places, em- 
bracing the railroad station and a num- 
ber of Armenian houses in different 
quarters of the city. 

During Wednesday § fugitives from 
Balakhan began to arrive here, and told 
of the indescribable horrors they had 
witnessed, 

All the oil works there, they said. were 
in the hands of Tartars, who were p‘j- 
laging the houses of Russian and Ar- 
menian workmen, carrying away e¢very- 
thing of value and burning the buildings. 
Ten thousand workmen, they said, would 
be jeft in poverty, and they believe that 
Balakhan will be totaily destroyed.

The conflict of views and authority 
which has arisen between the Atlanta 
and the state boards of health ig ex- 
tremely unfortunate, from whatever 
standpoint regarded.

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The R. F. D. and Cotton Statistics. 

There is no department of govern- 
ment statistics in which the whole 
world takes such a keen interest as 
in the agricultural] department, and 
no feature of that department’s work 
exceeds in importance the gathering 
and compiling of figures concerning 
the acreage, progress and final condi- 
tion of cotton. 

In this connection we wish to call 
special attention to a notable sugges- 
tion made in another column by Mr. 
John Mappin, of Commerce, Ga., who 
is a rural letter carrier and a man 
of sound ideas. 

In his letter to The Constitution, 
Mr. Mappin calls attention to the 
statement recently made by Statisti- 
cian Hyde, in which the latter flatly 
states that the figures on cotton as 
gathered and compiled are practically 
worthless because the government 
agents throughout the cotton belt 
have been to a great evtent unrelia- 
able. There are many reasons why 
Mr. Hyde is probably correct, and one 
of them is that the agent of the gov- 
ernment gets very little out of the 
work and loses very little if he is not 
reappointed. 

Mr. Mappin suggests that the work 
of getting up the data of the cotton 
crop be entrusted to the rural free 
delivery service in the cotton belt. 
As he says, “as nearly every county 
is covered by rural routes, it appears 
to me that my suggestion is a prac- 
tical one. Each carrier could observe 
every stage of the cotton crop from 
the preparation of the soil, planting 
the crop, cultivation of same, and by 
reason of his daily travel could see 
and ascertajg the condition from time 
to time and report it to the depart- 
ment.” It would seem to us that this 
plan would be as near perfect as it is 
possible for statistics of agriculture 
to become. 

With the gathering of this informa- 
tion in the hands of the rural free 
delivery carriers the government 
would have an additional check upon 
accuracy. It is scarcely likely that 
the rural letter carriers would at- 
tempt, in any event, to give errone- 
ous information, but in this case he 
would not be willing to jeopardize a 
position that pays him fairly well by 
sending in reports that were not jus- 
tified by the actual conditions. 

“If the other boys,” continues Mr. 
Mappin, “are of the same spirit as 
myself, they would not only be will- 
ing to render this extra service, but 
would consider it an honor to be en- 
trusted with such an important 
work.” Which is a splendid senti- 
ment well put, but we can seé no 
reason why the rural free delivery 


carriers should not be given the com- 
pensation that should go with the 
extra work and be given an opportu- 
nity to further demonstrate the fit- 
ness, ability and honesty which they 
have shown in the handling of their 
work, 

We unhesitatingly indorse the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Mappin as a feasible 
one in every way, and believe that it 
would result in more accurate figures 


, and add to the faith that the govern- 


ment figures have inspired until the 
last few years.

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LETTERS FROM PEOPLE. 
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Let the R. F. pD, Carriers Report. 
On Cotton Conditions. 

Editor Constitution: I noticed in one 
of The Constitution’s issues of last week 
& sta®fement by John Hyde, ex-statistician 
of the agricultura] department, regard- 
ing the cotton statistics which he pro- 
nounced as utterly unreliable and worth- 
less so far as accuracy is concerned. I 
aiso noticed in a previous issue that the 
cost to the government in procuring re- 
ports from its various correspondents 
and other expenses in maintaining said 
department was, if I mistake not, some- 
thing like $185,000 per annum. 

Now if the statement of Hyde is cor- 
rect the consequence naturally follows 
that so far as any benefit is derived 
from these statistics either by the pro- 
ducer, spinner, manufacturer or gambler 
this vast sum of money is virtually 
thrown away. If such is the case, the 
question arises ag to what Means can 
be adopted to obtain a more reliable esti- 
mate, 

So far as the government is concerned 
it is, I think, unquestionably the desire 

d intention of the agricutural depart- 

ent to give to the people interested in 
cotton as nearly as possible a correct 
and honest report, yet if the Hyde state- 
ment is to be relied upon, it has so far 
made a complete failure. 

Now comes the question, what is to be 
done to rectify this? While I do not pre- 
tend to advise a plan, or put myself in 
the position of an expert in statistics, 
yet as an honest servant of the govern- 
ment will offer a suggestion, if only by 
way of experiment, that thig work for 
the next year be given to the rural free 
delivery boys throughout the cotton belt 
in connection with their present duties 
and thereby saving a large expense and 
helping out Uncle Sam in his unprofit- 
able investment represented in the rural 
mail service. 

As nearly every county is covered by 
rural routes it appears to me that my 
suggestion is a practical] one for the 
reason that each carrier could observe 
every stage of the cotton industry from 
the preparation of the soil, planting the 
crop, cultivation of same and by reason 
of his daily travel could see and ascer- 
tain together the condition from time to 
time and report to the department as 
and when required and I cannot see why 
such reports should not be superior to 
the past, but as nearly perfectly accu- 
rate as it is possible for them to De. 
With the cooperation of the patrons 
(who are certainly the most interested) 
the carriers could obtain the exact acre- 
age and other conditions favorable to an 
accurate estimate, and such cooperation 
backed by honesty of purpose, for if 
there ig an honest set of servants in 
the government employ<it is certainly 
the rural) letter carriers. 

And if the other boys are of the same 
spirit as myself, they would not only 
be willing to render this extra service, 
but would consider it an honor to be 
entrusted with such an important work. 

To say the least of it, matters could 
not be in worse condition, and as a 
change in procuring estimates seems ab- 
solutely necessary to be of any value. 

Why not give this suggestion a trial?

FOR MONEY DUE 


Alabama State Auditor Calls 
on Porter and Oliver 


Porter, as Tax Collector, and Oliver, 
as Superintendent of Education 
of Tallapoosa County, Were 
Reported as Owing 
Money to State, 


Montgomery, Ala., September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The state auditor has made de- 
mand upon Tax Collector Porter, of Tal- 
lapoosa county, and Superintendent of 
Education Oliver of the same county, 
for the amount reported due by them 
by the state examiner, Captain G. F. 
Sedberry. Attorney General Wilson has 
also been instructed to take the matter 
up and proceed at once against the sure- 
ties of Mr. Porter if the money is not 
paid in. Mr. Porter is behind $1,249, 
and Mr. Oliver is charged with $250, 


The failure of Mr. Porter to make final 


settlement in July wag taken into con- 
sideration at the time by the auditor, 
and he was urged to come in and not 
hold back. the books with his returna, 
Hig last report was made some time 
about the middle of June. He is a man 
of 50 years, and has been eight years 
in office. This ig the first time he has 
failed to come right ur to the scratca, 
and there are many yet who contend 
that he will make good within a safe 
time. 

The trouble of Superintendent Oliver is 
one of frequent occurrence, or has been 
in the past. It has been very hard ‘to 
get superintendents to keep strict ac- 
count of the money handled, and to pre- 
vent them paying out funds without full 
showing. Reduced to the cold facts, it is 
using the fundg of the state withvut 
proper authority, and no matter how 
honest the service rendered for the cash 
paid, it is in violation of the state law 
to pay it out without full authority. 

As To Jefferson County. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The importance vot Jefferson county 
in the economy of the state is wonder- 
fully brought out in the reports on the 
books of county officials, made by the 
state examiner yesterday. Mr. 
reports that in 1904 Back Tax Com- 
missioner Thompson made raises of $3,- 
736,47; with assessments on escapes of 
$2,664,993, a total of 36,401,470, on which 
the state tax was $4,609.55. Yet In ad- 
dition to this it is shown by the report 
on the office of tax collector that the 
valuations of the county for the year 
1905, are $53,388,877, or $2,175,705 more 
than the year in which Mr. Thompson 
made the increases. It is also shown 
that in addition to this Mr. Thompson 
was $12,251.59 in delinquent licenses, 
making the total of $41,609.55, and $!2,- 
251.59 the amount to his credit for the 
year. 

Another good showing is that of Tax 
Collector Frencis, who, after paying all 
fees and allowances collected and turned 
in, $319,801.83 out of $332,890.56. 

Probate Judge Greene shows $8,057,900 
capita] of new corporations out of which 
the state secured $5,675 fees, $24,046 
mortgage tax, and $97,369 licenses. 

Some idea of the fund that would be 
secured if all the counties had local tax- 
ation is shown by the fact that Jeffer- 
son county gets $71,536 out of it for last 
year; the first after it was voted.

The two negro highwaymen who held 
up Thomas Lamb, a farmer, on tho 
Campbeliton road Wednesday night, and 
robbed him of $1,400, are still at large. 

The police of Atlanta were const&ntly 
on the Jook out all during yesterday ani 
last night for any suspicious characters 
who answered the meager description 
given by Lamb of the highwaymen. 

The particulars of the case, as given 
in The Constitution yesterday morning, 
constitute all that the officers have ‘o 
go on their search, go their hunt is a dif- 
ficult one, 

It has long been the ambition of Lamb’| 
to own a farm of his own, and to that 
end he was frugal in hia habits. He had 
the satisfaction of seeing his savings 
Sradually grow, however, until chey 
reached the sum total of $1,400. 

Wednesday morning Land decided to 
&o to inspect a farm in Clayton county, 
near College Park. He took all his sav- 
ings with him to pay for the property 
on the spot, if he should purchase it. 

For some reason the deal did not go 
through though, and late yesterday after- 
noon Lamb started to return home. 
When he was passing along the Camp- 
bellton road abreast of the DeFoor barn, 
Lamb saw two negroes ahead of him. He 
felt uneasy, but thought it better to go 
straight ahead. When he came up fo 
the negroes, however, one of them drew 
a revolver and pointing it at Lamb told 
him to hold up his hands and give up 
quietly what money he had. Lamb de- 
nied he had any funds upon his person, 
but the highwaymen went through his 
pockets and got the two purses, contain- 
ing the $1,400, which was in $20 bills. 

When they had gecured the money the 
negroes admonished Lamb to be quiet. 
They then hastened to the car line. Soon 
& car passed coming to the city, and 


left before they had gone for, as the 
conductor denies remembering, so it is 
Said, bringing two negre men of the da2- 
scription given to the city. 

So soon as he could recover his wits 
Lamb notified Marshal Fayan, of Oakland 
City, the county police and the police de- 
partment of Atlanta of his misfortune. 
Each of these departmenis are now en- 
deavoring to locate the robbers. But 
&g the only clue they have to go on is 
that one was a tall negro, dressed in 
black, and the other an undersized negro, 
dressed in lighter clotbing, the task is 
proving a hard one.
